Bellino entered on duty as a Special Agent on 3/19/34 
and thereafter was assigned to the Chicago, New York and Newark 
Offices. He served as a supervisor in the Investigative Division 
from 1/9/39 until 11/27/44, when he was transferred to the 
Washington Field Office. He submitted a voluntary resignation 
effective 3/7/45 due to the illness of his wife. 

Since resigning from the Bureau, Bellino has kept in 
close touch with the Bureau and has talked with the Director and 
other Bureau officials on numerous occasions.

Mr. Bellino accepted a commission as a lieutenant colonel 
in the United States Air Force Reserve on April 6, 1949, and 
remained on inactive duty until being honorably discharged on 
May 5, 1959, in the same rank. The records Indicate that 
Mr. Bellino had no extended period of active duty while a 
member of the United States Air Force Reserve. His servicd 
record is clear.
